PARKER SAYS HE 
SPOKE BROADLY 


IN EMPIRE SENSE 


Captain Of Repulse Explains 
His Halifax Speech About 
Naval Needs 


SAYS IMPROPER FOR 
HIM TO CRITICIZE 


Interests Of All Is Common 
To Empire — Stand Or 
Fall Together 


HALIFAX, N.S., Aug. 14.—Cap- 
tain Henry W. Parker, C.B., of 
H.M.S. Repulse, in an interview to- 


night, gave an explanation of his 
remarks made before the Halifax 
Rotary Club on Tuesday when he 
and Major-Genera: Thacker, officer 
commanding Military District num- 
ber six, spoke on Empire and Na- 
tional Devence. He said he had 
spoken in the broadest Empire 
sense and df— not in any way de- 
sire to suggest a naval policy for 
Canada or to. criticize Canada’s 
minister of defence, which .-he 
thought it would be improper for 
him to do. 

Captain Parker, who sails from 
here tomorrory morning with tiie 
special British service squadron for 
Quebec, gave out tonight a state- 
ment for publication wherein he 
| Stated that in Tuesday's speech he 
| had pointed out it was quite clear 
| that it was essential for the Em- 
pire to keep up a navy which, as a 
matter of fact, was merely the in- 
surance of the Empire and that the 
minister of national defence had 
|called it ‘fire insurance.” This, the 
statement said, “was universally ad- 
mitted and had been said many 
times before. 
it was essential that the Empire 
should consider very seriously what 
had better be done to keep up this 
vital insurance.” 

In speaking of the question of 
insurance, Captain Parker added 
he had done # in the broadest Em- 
pire sense, reparding Canada as 
part of the Empire, and feeling 
that the interests of all portions of 
the Empire were common inter- 
ests, in peace as well as in war. 

When he asked what was tc be 
done about Empire defence, he had 
not meant to single out Canada for 
criticism, he had. meant to con- 
vey the idea that the Empire must 
stand or fall together.

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A Manly Game 


Soccer is a game which enjoys a wide and 
permanent popularity in Canada among the 
boys and young men. It is played in every 
school yard and on every college campus 
from coast to coast. As years accumulate its 
vouthful devotees commonls seek other and 
jexx strenuous forms of exercise. But their 
interest in the game does not die when they 
cease to play. It is the kind of game that 
every man wants his boy to play, because of 
what the game will do for him, and because 
also of the things it will help to save him 
from. A good soccer player must be strong in 
body, keci in mind and morally sound, and 
the more he plays the more these qualities are 
cultivated. One cannot stand the pace on the 
football fieid if he dissipates the heritage of 
yonth in wrong living. The visit of the fam- 
ous Corinthian team to this and other Cana- 
dian cities shonld help to stimulate interest 
all over the Dominion in a game hich de- 
mandé and develops the characteristics of 
all-round manhood. 


Try The Commission First 


Premier Olivér of British Columbia is not 
anxious that westbound freight rates to all 
prairie points should be levelled down to the 
schedule of the Crow's Nest agreement. The 
reason is plain enongh. The higher freight 
rates from eastern points to prairie centres, 
the better the chances to build up import 
trade through the Pacific ports: The Premier 
ventures the opinion that the Railway Com- 
mission will decline to interfere in the matter; 
on the ground that as Parliament brought 
the Crow’s Nest agreement again into force 
it is for Parliament to abolish the diserimina- 
tion resulting therefrom 

No doubt it would have been better had 
Parliament ruled that when the agreement 
came into effect the rates fixed by it should 
apply everywhere, and a measure of respon- 
sibilty rests upon the members for not doing 
so. The railways gave advance notice that 
they would construe the agreement as apply 
ing only to lines of the C.P.R. in operation 
when it was made. Parhament evidently took 
the ground that the Railway Commission had 
power to prevent discrimination of that kind 
and would do so when the occasion arose 
It will be time enough to appeal to Parlia- 
ment when the Commission refuses to fune- 
tion. The possibility of it refusing is not 
strong enough to discount the advisability of 
seeking redress first in that quarter. 

The Irreducible Minimum 

Germany wants to hustle France ont of 
the Ruhr, for reasons both sentimental and 
highly practical. If France has got little out 
of the oceupation, Germany has beer serious- 
ly handicapped in re-establishing tts indus- 
trial and cor-s:::cial activities. The Dawes 
plan hinges «m the restoration to Germany of 
control of the Rukr district. It is laid down 
as a basic factor that Germany cannot fulfil 
the terms of that agreement unless it is given 
full power to exploit the resources of the 
district withont interference. But the French 
army is in the Ruhr. and while it stays there 
the whole settiement project is blocked, Ger- 
many cannot get the proposed loan, and the 
negotiations are fruitless 

M. Herrictt represents the revulsion of 
French public opinion from the of M 
Poincare.

It is better for all concerned 
that no construction can be placed upon Sir 
Henrr’s speeches in the north country which 
wonid arouse hopes which he cannot gnaran- 
tee to fulfill. What is certain is that he is 
now personally familiar with the conditions, 
and the need of relief. and that his advice 
will be in accord with the interests of the set- 
tlers so far as these are conformable to the 
duty of managing the great public owned 
railway system for which he is responsible.

The end of course was inevitable, 
las Jesus knew very well and as He 
‘had intimated to His disciples and 
His relatives more than once when 
| He was still in Galilee and among! 
| His friends. 

Jerusalem for many centuries had 
been the centre of a religious mo- 
|nopoly which not only brought great | 
| personal profits to most of the in 

| habitants but depended for its con- 
| tinned success upon the strictest ob- 
servance of the ancient laws, as 
they had been laid down in the (ays 
lof Moses. 

| Ever since the great exile, the vast | 
majority of the Jewish peopl: 


insisted upon living abroad. They 


were much happier in the cities of | 


Egypt and Greece and of the Italian 
peninsula and of Spain and of north- 


ern Africa, where trade was brisk | 


and money flowed freely, than in 
Judaea, where the barren and ex 
hausted soil could only be coaxed in- 


to a faint activity by endless hours | 
of toil 
When the Persians had allowed 


the Jews to return to their home-land 
it had been impossibie to bring a 
eufficient number of inhabitants back 
to the city without the use of sol- 
diers Since then, conditions had 
not improved. 

The Jews, wherever found, contin 
ued to regard Jerusalem with deep 
respect as the religious centre of 
their nation, but their fatherland 
was there where they happened to 
huve found a comfortable home 
and nothing short of absolute force 
; would bring them back to the land 
jot their birth. 
| As a result, those people who dwelt 


within the gates of the old national! | 


capital were almost without excep 
| tion connected with the Temple, just 
as today the inhabitanis of many of 
our smaller cotiege towns depend 
directly or indirectly upon the Uni- 
versity for their daily bread and 
butter and would either starve or be 
obliged to move if the University 
were obliged to close its doors. 

The economic and spiritua! aris- 
tocracy of this group consisted of a 
smaller number of professional 
priests. 
| Next came their assistants whe 
shad to look after the complicated | 
ritual of the burnt offerings and the 
miner sacrifices.

the appointed time at the ancestral 
altar. 

Then there were all ‘the 
shopkeepers and tailors and +hue- 
makers and wine merchants and 
candlestick makers who are to be 
found in any city which has become 
@ tourist centre. 

For that is what Jerusalem really 
| was.

| was not a hermit and did not en- 
courage those who tried to save 
their own souls by running away 
| from life. But the world seemed so 
| needlessly full of waste, of pain, of 
‘violence and disorder. 

In the simplicity of his great enact 
| Jesus offered a cure of his own for

Beginning with reference to Pre- 
sident Wilson's declaration upon 
United States entering the world 
war, “That democracy must be 
saved for the world,” he reminded 
his hearers that Dean Inge said 
democracy was the least bad form 
of government, which was about the 
best thing that could be said abour 
it. 

Speaks of Ideal 


“I would have a few words to say} 


about the actual democracy but let's 
get a glimpse of the ideal,” said Mr. 
Mitchell. “I will treat of four things 
necessary for its realization, Intelll- 
gence, self-control and good-will, 

“Recent United States army re- 
cords snow that 47 recruits out of 
every hundred had only the deveton- 
ment of boys of 18 years. Further 
statistics show that there are in the 
Republic ten million illiterates and 
ten million near- illiterates. How 
can an ideal democracy be buiii 
upon a foundation of illiteracy? 

Illustrating the need for self-con- 
trol by several stories much to the 
point. the speaker told of an incid- 
ent in the rule of Peter the Great 
when the day after he had passed 
a law for the protection of slaves 
from punishment without trial, that 
ruler who could not rule himeellf 
had struck a slave dead for a slight 
offence, 

Co-Operation Necessary 

“Co-operation is also necemrry 
in democracy,” continued the speak- 
er. “A search into the history of co. 
operative movements had revealed 
that thev usually failed for the lack 
of the very things after which they 
were named.

jhave led to enquiry why the United 
|States press pays so much attention 
jto the Canadian crop. There's a rea- 
son; indeed, it would be more cor: 
rect to say that there are several 
reasons. 

Im the first place, the price that 
the farmers in the Western states 
will get for their grain will depend 
very largely on the size of the Can- 
adian crop; for during the last year 
lor two our wheat has had the Am- 
erican pretty well backed off the 
export map. This is not absolutely, 
but it is relatively true. Final re- 
perts are not yet available, but the 
last report of the United States De- 
part: ent of Agriculture showed that 
while that country would not have 
quite as much wheat as it had last 
year, the yield would be greater than 
seemed probable two months ago 
An advance of from 30 to 40 cents 4 
bushel is a big thing for the Am- 
erican wheat grower. 

The Canadian crop is also of very 
great importance to United States 
transportavion interests. The extent 
to which this is true js not realized 
by Canadians much Tess by Ameri- 
cans. But Buffalo, New York, Port- 
land, and the American railway and 
shipping interests know what it 
means. They grow fat on it. Last 
year's crop was a veritable bonanza 
te them. At that they did not get 
the handling of so much of it as they 
woula have got had it not been for 
the large shipments through the 
port of Vancouver. 

From the opening of navigation 
on April 17 to June 306, this year, 
78,220,000 bushels of wheat were 
shipped down the Laxes from Fort 
William and Port Arthur. of this, 
37,754,000 bushels went to Buffalo, 
and 1,630,000 bushels to other Am- 
erican lake’ports. Buffalo got with- 
ix, 2,000,000 bushels as much wheat 
as the lower Canadian lake ports, 
Montreai and Quebec, This 4s very 
nearly double the quantity that 
went out this way during the preced- 
ing period, and shows conclusively 
what a big Wescern wheat crop ‘nm 
this country meana to Americaa 
orta. 
. In addition, there is the freight 
that the passage of such & large vol- 
ume of wheat means for the United 
States railways. During a period 
wher domesiic traffic was falling 
off very rapidly, this large volume 
of Canadian grain must have peen 
a very welcome contribution.
